10 BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

12 Section 1. Section 41-5-206, MCA, is amended to read:
13 "41-5-206. Filing in district court prior to formal proceedings in youth court. (1) The county
14 attorney may, in the county attorney's discretion and in accordance with the procedure provided in 46-11-201,
15 file with the district court a motion for leave to file an information in the district court if:
16 €) the youth charged was 12 years of age or older at the time of the conduct alleged to be
17 unlawful and the unlawful act would if it had been committed by an adult constitute:
18 (i) aggravated sexual intercourse without consent as defined in 45-5-508;
19 (i) sexual intercourse without consent as defined in 45-5-503;
20 {h(iii) deliberate homicide as defined in 45-5-102;

25 (2) The county attorney shall file with the district court a petition for leave to file an information in

26 district court if the youth was 17 years of age at the time the youth committed an offense listed under

27  subsection (1).

28 3) The district court shall grant leave to file the information if it appears from the affidavit or other
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1 evidence supplied by the county attorney that there is probable cause to believe that the youth has committed

2  the alleged offense. Within 30 days after leave to file the information is granted, the district court shall conduct a
3 hearing to determine whether the matter must be transferred back to the youth court, unless the hearing is

4  waived by the youth or by the youth's counsel in writing or on the record. The hearing may be continued on

5 request of either party for good cause. The district court may not transfer the case back to the youth court

6 unless the district court finds, by a preponderance of the evidence, that:

7 €) a youth court proceeding and disposition will serve the interests of community protection;
8 (b) the nature of the offense does not warrant prosecution in district court; and
9 (c) it would be in the best interests of the youth if the matter was prosecuted in youth court.
10 4) The filing of an information in district court terminates the jurisdiction of the youth court over the

11 youth with respect to the acts alleged in the information. A youth may not be prosecuted in the district court for
12 a criminal offense originally subject to the jurisdiction of the youth court unless the case has been filed in the
13 district court as provided in this section. A case may be transferred to district court after prosecution as

14 provided in 41-5-208 or 41-5-1605.

20 (5) At any time prior to trial, the county attorney may transfer the case to youth court for good

21 cause.

22 (6) (a) If, during the commission of a criminal offense enumerated in subsection (1), a youth

23 commits additional criminal offenses that are not enumerated in subsection (1), the county attorney may file

24 those nonenumerated offenses with the same district court.

25 (b) If a youth is found quilty in district court of a criminal offense enumerated in subsection (1) and

26 any offense that arose during the commission of a crime enumerated in subsection (1), the court shall sentence

27 the youth pursuant to 41-5-2503 and Titles 45 and 46.

28 (c) If a youth is acquitted in district court of all criminal offenses enumerated in subsection (1), the
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1 district court shall sentence the youth in district court pursuant to Title 41 for any remaining offenses for which

2 the youth is found quilty.

7  offenseforwhich-theyouth-is-found-guilty- A youth who is sentenced to the department or a state prison must

8 be evaluated and placed by the department in an appropriate correctional facility. The department shall confine
9 the youth in an institution that it considers proper, including a correctional facility under the procedures of 52-5-
10 111. However, a youth under 16 years of age may not be confined in a state prison facility. During the period of
11 confinement, school-aged youth with disabilities must be provided an education consistent with the
12 requirements of the federal Individuals With Disabilities Education Act, 20 U.S.C. 1400, et seq.
13 {A(8) If ayouth's case is filed in the district court and remains in the district court after the transfer
14 hearing, the youth may be detained in a jail or other adult detention facility pending final disposition of the

13 Section 2. Section 41-5-208, MCA, is amended to read:
14 "41-5-208. Transfer of supervisory responsibility to district court after juvenile disposition --
15 nonextended jurisdiction and nontransferred cases. (1) (a) After adjudication by the court of a case that
16  was not transferred-sentenced to district court underpursuant to 41-5-206 and that was not prosecuted as an
17 extended jurisdiction juvenile prosecution under part 16 of this chapter, the court may, on the youth's motion or
18 the motion of the county attorney, transfer jurisdiction to the district court and order the transfer of supervisory
19 responsibility from juvenile probation services to adult probation services. A transfer based on a motion may be
20 made at any time after a youth reaches 18 years of age but before the youth reaches 21 years of age.
21 (b) A transfer under this section may be made to ensure continued compliance with the court's
22 disposition under 41-5-1512 or 41-5-1513 &
23 but-before-the-youth-reaches-21-years-ofage or through stipulation to provide the youth with additional
24 supervision, care, rehabilitation, detention, competency development, and community protection.
25 (2) Before transfer, the court shall hold a hearing on whether the transfer should be made. The
26 hearing must be held in conformity with the rules on a hearing on a petition alleging delinquency, except that
27  the hearing must be conducted by the court without a jury. The court shall give the youth, the youth's counsel,
28 and the youth's parents, guardian, or custodian notice in writing of the time, place, and purpose of the hearing
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1 at least 10 days before the hearing. At the hearing, the youth is entitled to receive:

2 (a) written notice of the motion to transfer;

3 (b) an opportunity to be heard in person and to present withesses and evidence;

4 (c) a written statement by the court of the evidence relied on and reasons for the transfer;
5 (d) the right to cross-examine witnesses, unless the court finds good cause for not allowing

6  confrontation; and

7 (e) the right to counsel.

8 3) After the hearing, if the court finds by a preponderance of the evidence that transfer of

9 continuing supervisory responsibility to the district court is appropriate, the court shall order the transfer.
10 4) If a youth whose case has been transferred to district court under this section violates a
11 disposition previously imposed under 41-5-1512 or 41-5-1513, the district court may, after hearing, impose
12 conditions as provided under 46-18-201 through 46-18-203 but may not place a youth in a state adult
13 correctional facility unless the youth was adjudicated for a felony offense.

14 (5) (a) The hearings under subsections (2) and (4) may be waived by the youth through a

15 stipulation in writing prior to or after an adjudication by the court of a case that was not:

16 (i sentenced in district court pursuant to 41-5-206; and
17 (i) prosecuted as an extended jurisdiction juvenile prosecution under part 16 of this chapter.
18 (b) Jurisdiction must automatically transfer to the district court and supervisory responsibility must

19 automatically transfer to adult probation services on the youth turning 18 years of age. The district court may

20 impose conditions as provided under 46-18-201 through 46-18-203, but the youth may not be incarcerated in a

21 state adult correctional facility unless stipulated to by the parties.

22 (c) The stipulation provided for in subsection (5)(a) must:

23 (i) advise the youth of their rights to a hearing pursuant to subsections (2) and (4);

24 (i) advise the youth that the youth is knowingly and voluntarily waiving the right to hearings;

25 (in) ADVISE THE YOUTH OF THE YOUTH'S RIGHT TO COUNSEL; and

26 ¢in(v) specify the age the youth is to be supervised by adult probation services, up to 25 years of age.
27 5)(6) If, at the time of transfer, the youth is incarcerated in a correctional facility, the district court may

28 order that the youth, after reaching 18 years of age:

9 attorney and subject to the limitations in subsection (3), the juvenile probation officer or assessment officer may
10 enter into a consent adjustment and give counsel and advice to the youth, the youth's family, and other

11 interested parties if it appears that:

12 €) the admitted facts bring the case within the jurisdiction of the youth court;
13 (B) THE YOUTH AND THE YOUTH'S FAMILY HAVE BEEN ADVISED OF THE YOUTH'S RIGHT TO COUNSEL;
14 {b)(c) counsel and advice without filing a petition would be in the best interests of the child, the family,

15 and the public; and

16 {e}(b) the youth may be a youth in need of intervention and the juvenile probation officer or

17 assessment officer believes that the parents, foster parents, physical custodian, or guardian exerted all

23 LEGAL COUNSEL, and the youth's parents or the person having legal custody of the youth.

24 (b) If the juvenile probation officer or assessment officer believes that the youth is a youth in need
25  of intervention, the juvenile probation officer or assessment officer shall determine that the parents, foster

26  parents, physical custodian, or guardian exerted all reasonable efforts to mediate, resolve, or control the youth's
27 behavior and that the youth continues to exhibit behavior beyond the control of the parents, foster parents,

28 physical custodian, or guardian.
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1 (c) Approval by the youth court judge is required if the complaint alleges commission of a felony or

2 if the youth has been or will be in any way detained.

3 3) A consent adjustment without petition under this section may not be used to dispose of a

4  youth's alleged second or subsequent offense if:

5 €) the youth has admitted commission of or has been adjudicated or sentenced for a prior offense

6  that would be a felony if committed by an adult;

7 (b) the second or subsequent offense would be a felony if committed by an adult and was

8 committed within 3 years of a prior offense; or

9 (c) the second or subsequent offense would be a misdemeanor if committed by an adult and was
10 committed within 3 years of a prior offense, other than a felony, unless the juvenile probation officer notifies the
11 youth court and obtains written approval from the county attorney and the youth court judge.
12 4) For purposes of subsection (3), related offenses committed by a youth during the same 24-hour
13 period must be considered a single offense.

2 1513. A revocation of a consent decree must follow the procedures as set forth in 41-5-1431.

3 (5) A youth who is discharged by probation services or who completes a period under supervision

4  without reinstatement-of the-original-petition_a petition to revoke the consent decree being filed may not again

5 be proceeded-against-adjudicated again in any court for the same offense alleged in the petition, and the

6 original petition must be dismissed with prejudice. This subsection does not preclude a civil suit against the

7  youth for damages arising from the youth's conduct.

8 (6) If the terms of the consent decree extend for a period in excess of 6 months, the juvenile

9 probation officer shall at the end of each 6-month period submit a report that must be reviewed by the court.
10 (7 A consent decree with petition under this section may not be used to dispose of a youth's
11 alleged second or subsequent offense if that offense would be a felony if committed by an adult or third or
12 subsequent offense if that offense would be a misdemeanor if committed by an adult unless it is recommended
13 by the county attorney and accepted by the youth court judge.

14 (8) For the purposes of this section, "consent decree" means an agreement to defer adjudication of

15 the youth as a delinquent youth and places the youth on supervision with probation services for a certain

19 "41-5-1605. Revocation of stay -- disposition. (1) If a court has imposed on a youth a sentence

20  stayed under 41-5-1604(1)(a)(ii) and the youth violates the conditions of the stay or is alleged to have
21 committed a new offense, the court may, without notice, direct that the youth be taken into immediate custody.
22 The court shall notify the youth, the youth's counsel, and the youth's parents, guardian, or custodian in writing

23 of the reasons alleged to exist for revocation of the stay of execution of the sentence.

24 (2) (a) The court shall hold a revocation hearing at which the youth is entitled to receive:
25 0] written notice of the alleged violation;
26 (i) evidence of the alleged violation;
27 (iii) an opportunity to be heard in person and to present witnesses and evidence;
28 (iv) the right to cross-examine witnesses, unless the court finds good cause for not allowing
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1  confrontation; and
2 (v) the right to counsel.
3 (b) After the revocation hearing, if the court finds by a preponderance of the evidence presented
